LONDON, May 17.—British bombers attacked Berlin, 
the environs of Rome, the Ruhr and the Rhineland last nitfht 
and burst tw o of the largest dams in Germany, flooding the 
valleys of the Ruhr and Eder in huge waves. 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, air minister, said walls of the 
Mohne and Eder dams were broken. 
One backed up 134,- 
000,000 tons of water and the other 202,000,000 tons, he 
said. Their destruction constituted a powerful blow to in­ 
dustrial Germany, he added. 
The Germans themselves reported officially on the Ber­ 
lin radio that the floodtide took a heavy toll of casualties. 
Both dams produced hydroelectric power for Ruhr val­ 
ley industries. 
The German yearbook lists only 30 dams, 
so the RAF’s night work probably was a great blow to Ger­ 
man industries, it was stated. Repairing dams is a lengthy 
task. 
Sinclair’s disclosure was made in 
a speech celebrating Norwegian In­ 
dependence day at Albert hall. 
“The operation was one of ex­ 
traordinary difficulty and hazard,” 
the air minister declared. ’Eight big 
Lancasters were lost with 
their

If it fails, 
the blame cannot all be shifted automatically to a 
lemote bureaucracy in Washington.

Ike's Niece Queen 


BY DEWITT MACKENZIE 
While mushroom rumors of Italy’s 
impending collapse undoubtedly are 
watered by wishful thinking, and 
therefore should be regarded with 
great caution, there can be small 
doubt the little kingdom is rocking 
and Mussolini the duce is in a bad 
way. 
Reports from London that Hitler 
is planning to withdraw and leave 
his Italian stooge to stand off in­ 
vasion alone don’t sound wholly 
unreasonable. 
Undoubtedly 
the 
fuehrer up to this junction has 
been prepared 
to 
defend 
Italy 
strongly, but the elimination of the 
Axis 
from 
North 
Africa 
has 
changed the Mediterranean picture 
entirely. 
A Bad Risk 
As things stand, Italy is a very 
bad insurance risk. So long as Hit­ 
ler held powerful air and submar­ 
ine bases on the North African 
coast he had a good chance to de­ 
fend Italy, and gave indications 
he intended to do so. Now, how­ 
ever, the Allies possess the Afri­ 
can bases, rendering Italy highly 
vulnerable to attack. 
If and when the Allies attempt 
invasion, much must depend on air 
power. They now hold overwhelm­ 
ing aerial superiority and unless 
Hitler should rush a large section 
of his already weakened luftwaffe 
to the defense of his colleague—a 
move which might be suicidal— 
Mussolini likely would be quite un­ 
able to withstand the assault. 
The Anglo-American air fleets 
are making heavy inroads on the 
Italian mainland. 
Last night a force from Tunisia 
successfully raided a seaplane base 
cnly 15 miles from Rome which 
lacked the defense to stand off the 
attack. On the whole it’s a sore 
toe of Italy that now projects down 
into the Allied controlled Mediter­ 
ranean. 
By and large It probably would 
profit Hitler little to expend much 
energy in defending Italy. He mast 
likely has discounted the loss of 
this great base already. There's 
no question of loyalty to Mussolini 
involved, 
for 
the 
Nazi 
overlord 
would cut the duce’s throat as 
quickly as Benito stabbed France 
in the back when he saw she was 
helpless. 
Therefore, the natural thing for 
Hitler to do would be to withdraw 
to his defenses behind the Alps and 
not waste man-power and 
equip­ 
ment on 
a hopeless 
quest. 
The 
boche are pretty self-centered and 
practical In the way, as witness the 
manner in which Hitler’s boasted 
legions surrendered against his or­ 
ders in Tunisia 
when 
they 
saw 
they were fighting a losing battle. 
Delay Would Aid Nazis 
This 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean 
H itler’would atrip Italy clean, be­ 
cause the longer the Allies can 
be kept out of the country, the bet­ 
ter change the Nazi chief has to 
prepare himself for the onslaught 
which certainly is going to be di­ 
rected against his 
first line 
dc^ 
lenses. 
However, 
any 
German 
troops left in Italy will quit when 
they see the game Is up, Just as 
their comrades did in Tunisia. 
Humors th at King Emanuele may 
abdicate in favor of Crown Prince 
Umberto lack confirmation from 
any source. If 
the 
king 
should 
withdraw it wouldn’t be because 
of his personal unpopularity but to 
make room for his more vigorous 
son. There was a time long ago 
when the royal family sank fairly 
low in public esteem, but that sit­ 
uation has changed. 
When I was in Italy not long be­ 
fore the war thp king had recov­ 
ered his hold on the public and 
there was no doubt that, lf Mus­ 
solini passed out of the picture, 
the king again would become the 
real head cf Italy...Since then the 
people more and more have leaned 
longingly towards the old monarch. 
So far 
as 
concerns 
Umberto, 
some years ago his standing wasn’t 
too high with the public because of 
his play-boy 
activities. However, 
he has pulled up his socks and in­ 
instated himself in the good-will 
I of the people. He probably would 
be acceptable to the public as king 
if his father chose to make way.

ecutive order 9017 of Janus ry 12 J 
1942. Under the national policy of I 
economic 
stabilization established 
by the act of congress of October 
2, 1942, and the President's execu- 
I tive order of October 3 and its 
supplements, issued In accordance 
I with that act of congress, if any JI 
wage adjustm ent is justifiable on 
the merits it must be approved by 
the National W ar Labor board; and 
if it is such as to require an in­ 
crease in the price of the product 
produced, then it could not be pm . 
into effect until It is also approved 
by the director of economic stabil­ 
ization. 
‘‘This law applies to the coal 
miners and coal operators as well 
as to every other citizen of the 
United States. 
“In demanding a wage increase 
and at the same time refusing to 
seek the approval of the National 
War Labor board, Mr. Lewis is de­ 
fying the lawfully established pro­ 
cedures of the government of the 
United 'States.
